On Monday evening, March 12th, current and retired teachers from Bracken County joined other 
current and retired teachers across the state at a rally on the steps of the State Capitol Building in 
Frankfort to voice their concerns over the current funding issues with the pensions of teachers and state 
employees. 

The funding of these pensions has been an ongoing issue for several months and has been watched 
very closely by teachers and state employees. In trying to work out the funding issues. Senate Bill (SB) 
1 is proposing changes to the system in hopes of reducing the unfunded liabilities, one such way being 
a reduction in the cost-of-living adjustments or COLA for retired teachers pensions. 

With the many opinions of how the pensions fell into trouble and the many opinions of how to “fix” 
the problem, this will be an issue closely watched and debated for years to come.

This Monday morning 
should have given us 
daylight, but it’s dark and 
quite chilly! However, it 
won’t be long until it’s 
70 degrees at 6 AM and 
we will be longing for 
the coolness of a crisp 
March morning! We’re 
not buried in snow or ice, 
it’s not raining and once 
the sun makes its way 
into the morning sky, the 
day will be beautiful! 
We pray that your day 
and the remainder of 
the week will be equally 
beautiful! 

Our Bracken County 
roads are far from being 
beautiful due to all the 
litter that has accumulated 
over the last five months! 
We are preparing for the 
first Road Clean of 2018 
and ask that any non¬ 
profit group interested 
in participating in this 
spring clean to please 
give us a call by next 
Thursday, March 22. 
Our office number is 
735-9960. When you 
call, please leave your 
name as the group 
leader, the non-profit 
organization you are 
calling for, your address 
and phone number. 
Group leaders are the 
contact representative of 
the non-profit and work 
with us to ensure that the 
instructions presented 
verbally and contained 
in the packet presented 
to them are complied 
with. Also, the group 
leader is responsible for 
organizing their group’s 
event to ensure sufficient 
adult supervision if 
necessary to maintain the 
safety of the participants. 

Litter Abatement 
Grant funds are used 
to purchase gloves and 
bags for the groups and 
the remainder of the 
money is used to pay 
them $100 per road mile 
for their service to the 
community. Community 
members are asked to 
please drive with caution 
when encountering these 
Litter Patrol Groups. 
Groups are required to 
clean both sides of the 


road, and to clean to meet 
oncoming traffic. As we 
all know, some or our 
roads do not have much 
of a shoulder. In these 
instances, workers have 
to be close to the edge of 
the road and sometimes 
actually walk on the road. 
Motorists must cooperate 
with these groups by 
driving carefully and we 
might add, cheerfully, 
when encountering those 
picking up illegally 
thrown litter! 

We have never been 
able to wrap our heads 
around the mindset of 
those who consistently 
choose to throw their 
trash out the window! 
Occasionally a loose 
paper or paper cup
